WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — The 
“Mr. X" who developed th e n a tio n ’s 
No. I m ilitary secret—the jealously 
guarded, high accuracy bom bsight 
—is being shielded so carefully, it 
was learned today, th a t authorities 
decline to reveal his identity lest 
his life be endangered. 
“Mr. X ’’ is the m an responsible 
for the instrum ent know n as the 
"Norden bom bsight.” A lthough not 
a navy m an, he worked closely w ith 
that departm ent for 
15 
years in 
perfecting the invention. 
N othing 
more is known about him . A nother 
secret is the location of th e plant 
where the sights are m anufactured. 
Gen. George C. M arshall, arm y 
chief of staff, spoke of the secret 
device as the “Norden bom bsight 
when he em phasized last week th a t 
it would not be p a rt of the equip­ 
ment on 
the 
g iant 
long 
range 
bombing planes ju st being released 
for sale to G re at B ritain. An earlier 
instrument, the Sperry bom bsight, 
has been m ade 
available 
to

British, he disclosed. 
"Do you th in k an effort m ight 
be made to kidnap him (the inven­ 
tor) and extort th e secret?’’ one 
official was asked. 
"It might be," he replied.
